20 June 2008 


The June meeting of the Fort Wayne 
Radio Club was held at the Good 
Shepherd United Methodist Church on 20 June 2008 with 
President Tom Baker serving as the host. There were about 
30 persons present. 


OLD BUSINESS: 


Tom Baker started the meeting by calling all to attention 
for the pledge of allegiance. 


The April minutes were read and there was one correction 
regarding the date of when the ARES/RACES meeting 
had occurred. 


Bob Streeter presented the June Treasurer’s report. As of 
20 June 2008 the club had realized a year-to-date income 
of $1,507.91, & year-to-date expenses of $1,122.52. The 
club had cash on hand of $116.14 and had $6,260.38 in 
checking/savings. 


Steve Nardin reported on the club sponsored VHF QSO 
Party held out at Teminoff Estates on 14-15 June. It ran 
from 2:00 p.m. Saturday until 11:00 a.m. Sunday and the 
participants operated on 6 meters, 2 meters, 220 MHz and 
UHF garnering 50 contacts, 11 contacts, one contact and 
two contacts each on the respective bands. No one was 
hurt (other than a few mosquito bites) and everyone ate 
well thanks to Larry. Steve is working with the logs in 
preparation of submitting them to the ARRL. 


NEW BUSINESS: 


Joe Lawrence reported that an ARES drill at local hospitals 
this past week went well. He said that Brad Witte was 
preparing a report to the powers-that-be on the exercise 
and gave kudos to the Ham Radio participation in the drill. 
He would be recommending that the local hospitals make 
provisions for external antennas that would allow Hams 
to work more effectively with personnel in the command 
centers in the hospitals. He would also recommend that a 
packet radio capability specifically intended to facilitate 
intra-county EC communications be developed. Woody 
Woodbury noted that the Board of Health had asked the 
FWRC to consider developing a packet capability and 
that he had brought the issue before the FWRC Board of 
Directors for consideration. Tom Baker commented that 
while the club fully supports the idea of the packet system, 
it is of course struggling financially to support it’s current 
repeaters, so that taking on another system would become 
a real (financial) problem for the club. Dave Lindquist 
stated that ACARTS had the hardware necessary to put a 
packet machine on the air and was likewise interested in 
supporting development of the capability for Allen County 
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EC purposes. Given it is evident that both FWRC and 
ACARTS support the initiative, Tom Baker requested that 
anyone with Packet Radio interest and know-how within 
the Allen County Ham community consider stepping 
forward and take this initiative on. 


Tom Baker reported that there was a good turn-out for the 
Robison Park repeater site maintenance day activity in 
May. The shack roof was painted with a special heat reflec- 
tive paint and the shack exterior walls received an initial 
coat of latex enamel that matches the color of the AEP 
buildings on site. In addition, the existing air conditioner 
unit was replaced with a high efficiency unit. Another trip 
to the site will be planned to apply the 2"! coat of paint to 
the exterior walls. 


Al Burke noted that he and Jim Pliett had made a subse- 
quent trip to the Robison Park site and had replaced the 
malfunctioning vent fan with a larger (& operational) unit. 
They also installed the newly acquired switching mode 
power supply which replaces the linear supplies that had 
been used for the 146.76 MHz, 146.91 MHz and 444.875 
MHz machines. It is expected that these changes should 
help reduce the energy consumption at Robison Park and 
thus lower our electricity bill (and make Treasurer Bob 
Streeter a happy guy). 


Steve Nardin reported that Mike & Renee Thomas had 
offered to fabricate four new Field Day signs at cost ($20 
each) to replace the existing battle worn and termite eaten 
signs that had seen a better day. Steve requested donations 
to help defray the cost of the new signs. 


Carole Burke reported that plans are again in place for the 
Field Day Hog Roast out at the F.D. site Saturday evening 
starting at 5:30 p.m. It will consist of pulled pork, a green 
bean casserole, potato salad & sauer-kraut for the paltry 
price of $10.00 per person. Participants are requested 
to supply their own drinks, and it is suggested that they 
bring in a dessert. 


The meeting concluded following a presentation by Tom 


Baker and Steve Nardin on Field Day planning and co- 
ordination.

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Breaking My First Pileup -

Although this is a col- 


Ft Wayne DX Association umn about DX topics, 


the title of this month’s 
column has nothing to do with DXing. That means 
pileups can occur outside the realm of DXing. Let 
me explain how that happened to me - and how it 
helped my DXing efforts years later. 


When I received my General in May 1962, I had 
already met many of the local hams in the north- 
west Indiana area (Hammond, Munster, Gary, and 
Highland in Indiana, and Lansing over the state 
line in Illinois) on the air and in person. One of 
the locals, Al K9DHN (now KOAD), asked me to 
cover for him one night in the Indiana 80 m CW 
traffic net (QIN) since he was going to miss that 
night’s session. That was my introduction to traf- 
fic handling, and I enjoyed it enough to continue 
checking into QIN on a regular basis - along with 
checking into 9RN (Ninth Region Net) and CAN 
(Central Area Net). At the time my sister was 
attending nursing school in Minneapolis, so I 
originated many messages. 


When checking into one of the CW traffic nets, it 
was customary to send a dit, a dah, or some other 
short distinguishing burst of CW to get the atten- 
tion of the net control station (NCS). The NCS 
would repeat the burst, which was then your cue 
to check in with full call and message status. You 
can see that checking into 

the net was in essence a 

mini-pileup for the NCS, gna gedinc he i 
with many trying to be - feat pene 
‘first in line’. 5 miievig calle 
Thus the burst you sent 
and your timing after the 
NCS’s general invitation ee 
to QNI (checkin) became 4" 
very important. The lat- 
ter technique (timing) is 
an important issue that 
carries over to DXing, 
whether it be on SSB or 
on CW. So checking into 


What Your First Pileup From the DX End Might Seem Like 
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the various CW traffic nets taught me the fun- 
damental techniques of ‘breaking a pileup’ long 
before I started working DX. The big difference, 
though, is full calls should be used in DX pileups 
- not an abbreviated version. 


Being on the other end of a pileup came soon 
thereafter. Eventually I was asked to fill an NCS 
slot with QIN once a week. After going through the 
general opening of the net, I’d stand by for check 
ins. There’d be dits, dahs, and short combinations 
of dits and/or dahs all at once. Your job was to 
pick one out, repeat it, and then copy the vital 
information of the station checking in. So being 
net control for QIN taught me the fundamentals 
of ‘handling a pileup’ long before I started DXing. 
Sure, the number of stations checking into QIN was 
significantly less than the number of stations that 
would be calling you if you were at a DX location. 
But the technique is fundamentally the same - pick 
out a call or a partial call from the mess and keep 
things moving. And always remember you are in 
charge. 


Traffic handling also helped with my CW profi- 
ciency. Although my Novice and General licenses 
back then only required perfect copy for one 
minute out of five minutes, copying and sending 
messages for relaying to others was not as forgiv- 
ing. It had to be all correct, so my CW proficiency 
rose while performing a public service function 
(and having fun, too!). 


The CW traffic nets certainly aren’t what they used 
to be due to cell phones, the Internet, and other 
technological advances 
of recent times. But they 
will always have a special 
spot in my heart, and I 
am grateful for the time I 
"spent in them in spite of 
‘: the seasonal difficulties 
on 80 m - long skip in the 
winter months and QRN 
in the summer months. 
When you think about it, 
those tough conditions 
undoubtedly helped with 
my later DXing efforts, 
too. 
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Severe Weather Notes: It Was Our Turn 
- Joel KBORH 


After two years of limited activity, severe weather re- 
turned to northeast Indiana and northwest Ohio in late 
May and June. 


The first big event was friday June 6. A line of storms 
moved through our area, and caused the most damage in 
Allen, Wells, Adams, Van Wert, and Putnam counties. In 
addition, a small bookend vortex tornado touched down 
in Van Wert county. Numerous reports of tree damage and 
power outages were reported by spotters that evening in 
Adams and Van Wert counties. This all happened late in 
the evening when a watch was not in effect. 


Monday June 9: A cluster of thunderstorms moved 
across Adams and Jay counties, then continued through 
Van Wert, Putnam, and Allen counties in Ohio. Another 
group of storms moved through the northwest half of 
Allen County, then re-intensified when they crossed 
Fulton and Williams counties in Ohio. There was some 
tree damage, but the unusual amount of cloud to ground 
lightning caused many power outages, especially in the 
city of Fort Wayne. 


Sunday June 15: Forecasters at the Storm Prediction 
Center put northern Indiana in a moderate risk for severe 
thunderstorms. Early that afternoon, a severe thunder- 
storm watch was issued for our area. Storms that evening 
resulted in wind damage and power outages. 


Friday June 27: More storms moved through Fort Wayne, 
resulting in mainly tree damage on the northeast side 
of the city. 


There were a couple of other events during the month, 
but were of short duration. 


Many thanks to the numerous (and I do mean numerous) 
spotter reports during some of these events! We did our 
job, and we did it well. The operator at WX9TWX made 
that point over the air. 


Some things to think about: 


1. As previously noted, severe weather does occur when 
there is no watch in effect. The concept of “situational 
awareness” has been mentioned at previous spotter 
training sessions. Please check the thunderstorm out- 
looks from the Storm Prediction Center, and do it every 
single day. 


2. During some of the June events, the thunderstorms 
were the “pulse” type. They intensify very quickly, pro- 
duce severe weather, then fall apart. This makes the job 
much more difficult for Weather Service meteorologists, 
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and that’s where we come in. Report anything that 
meets the criteria - watch or no watch, warning or 
no warning. 


3. Something brought up in a training session a few 
years ago: if you observe a weather condition that 
fits the reporting criteria, assume you see nothing... SKY WARN 
then build your case. If you are not sure, report it ; 

anyway and indicate your suspicions. We had a 

couple of spotters who reported low-hanging clouds, 

but their visibility was obscured so they were unable to 

determine if there was any rotation. But they still reported 

their suspicions. As it turned out, the radar did indeed 

show rotation in that particular thunderstorm cell...it just 

didn’t reach the ground. 


4. For those who have anemometers, check to see if 
the readout in your unit is in kilometers or miles/hour. 
During the June 9th event, spotters reported winds of 
99 and 117. Those speeds were actually in kilometers, 
and translated into 62 and 73 miles per hour, which were 
more consistent with the actual damage.
